The evacuation of Brest Lltovsk this week by the Russians 
changes the direction of the fighting in the eastern w ar area and 
converges all of it tow ard Petrograd. 
The Grand Duke Nicholas is directing the retreat from Brest 
Lltovsk toward the Russian capital with the app aren t purpose 
of shortening his battlefront. 
The long lines which the Slavs 
have had to defend since the Teutonic drive began have largely 
contributed to Russia’s accumulation of disasters. 
The present 
retirem ent is along an oblique line, with Minsk as the Immediate 
objective. 
Here a union is expected to he made with the Rus­ 
sians based on Vilna. 
C oncentration toward the VII na-Minsk line is being made by 
the Herm ans as well as the Russians, and the first struggle for 
the possession of Petrograd will probably take place here 
400 
miles from the Russian capital. 
'I he 
w e e k ’s developments in 
the eastern war area all suggest that the Russians are count­ 
ing on holding th e Vilna-Mlnsk line, if they a r e 
allowed to 
complete their concentration. 
The entire situation along the 
Russian front is rapidly developing to the point where Von 
H lndenburg’s northern army m ust make a decisive move for­ 
ward, or must confess to another deadlock. 
At the end of the week the Teutons resumed their 
offenslve- 
in eastern Galicia, which was suspended when the operations 
against. W arsaw began. 
A s trlr» of Galician territory, extend­ 
ing at its widest point about f>0 miles from the Russian border, 
continues to be in possession of the Slavs. 
Both the Teutonic 
and Russian forces in this district are Isolated from the main 
battlefront, and each has been too weak h itherto to 
attem pt 
an offensive. 
Tile Anat ro-Gi*rm ans, however, are probably con­ 
centrating new troops in southwestern 
Galicia 
to 
overawe 
Rum ania and prevent that country from joining the Allies. 
This 
arm y may he the one which is now being used to exp el the Rus­ 
sians wholly from Galicia, and incidentally to move tile battle­ 
front nearer to the Rumanian boundary. 
Reports have been continuous throughout the week that Ser­ 
bia lias agreed to cede to Bulgaria enough territory to draw the 
Bulgarians into the war. 
But no official confirmation has been 
forthcoming, and the longer the Serbians resist the pressure of 
the Mib s the more embolden will they become to give in the end 
a definite refusal to Bulgaria’s demands. 
Italy’s declaration of war against the Turks was reported to 
have been followed by the departu re of an expedition to the Le­ 
vant. 
No word. however, has been received of the arrival of t ti is 
force, 
it Is probable the troops have not been sent to Turkey at 
all, hut rather are disem barking in Tripoli to protect Italy’s 
new colony. 
It would be dangerous for Italy to send troops to 
the Dardenelles or Sm yrna w ithout first strengthening herself 
against the Mohammedans In Tripoli. 
Sir Kdwurd Grey, the British foreign 
minister, announced 
this week that Germ any’s demand for freedom of the seas is a 
negotiable m atter. 
Althrugh h i linked the proposal with sug ­ 
gestions for limitation of arm am ent, the very fact that the sub ­ 
ject was admitted to be an open one Is a s te p toward piece. Sir 
Rd w ard asserted there could he no pence as long as Germany Is 
fighting for “supremacy and trib u te .” 
A denial that these are 
G erm any’s alms could now, perhaps, be followed by Informal 
negotiations for an armistice.

As Viewed In the Capital. 
A railroad man who hun long been 
stationed In Washington went Into de­ 
tails. 
“Let me tell you something,” 
he suid. 
“Not half the ambassadors 
aud ministers representing foreign gov­ 
ernments in Washington went to their 
Hummer homes by train this year, but 
traveled in motorcars. 
Most of the 
rich residents of Washington went to 
the northern resorts in automobiles. 
Go to the Union station any Saturday 
and you will not find as many |*eople 
leaving for the week end holidays as 
there used to go over one r«*ad In days 
gone by. 
They go in their motorcars 
now.” 


Looking to the West. 
Advocates of greater national de 
fense and preparedness are now look­ 
ing to tile western states.

But tin* result would Is* ac­ 
tual “severing” of relations.
